FOREWORD 


For  the  benefit  of  those  who  l^eceive  our  “Garden  Aristocrats"  for  the  first  time 
we  will  explain  that  we  ai’e  trying  to  get  away  from  the  plan  of  the  usual  nursery 
catalog.  Our  idea  is  to  describe  as  accurately  as  possible  only  a  few  of  the  best 
things  in  each  issue,  cut  out  all  “ballyhoo”  and  make  the  booklet  worth  saving  for 
reference.  We  ai-e  greatly  pleased  to  note  how  many  have  kept  previous  editions  for 
that  purpose. 

Part  I  gives  both  descriptions  and  prices  while  paid:  II  is  simply  a  condensed  but 
sufficiently  comprehensive  pricelist.  In  addition  we  have  on  hand  at  the  nursery  a 
large  number  of  beautiful  established  specimen  plants  in  containers,  particularly  Japan¬ 
ese  Flowering  Cherries  which  are  practically  unobtainable  in  these  sizes  elsewhere. 
It  is  not  practical  to  list  these  specimens  here  but  each  tree  is  marked  with  the  price 
in  plain  figures  so  if  you  can  visit  the  nursery  you  will  find  “shopping”  easy.  You 
will  note  we  limit  ourselves  almost  entirely  to  woody  plants.  As  we  have  pointed  out 
before,  these  make  up  the  permanent  part  of  the  garden  and  hence  are  of  the  greatest 
importance.  We  already  have  one  of  the  finest  collections  in  the  country  of  this  type  of 
material  and  are  rapidly  adding  to  it  by  importing  plants  and  seed  of  new  things 
from  all  over  the  world.  You  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  nursery,  which  is  parti¬ 
cularly  attractive  from  March  to  May,  when  so  many  beautiful  things  are  in  bloom. 
We  are  conveniently  located  on  the  Oakland-San  Jose  State  Highway  at  Coyote  Ci'eek 
bridge  which  is  about  a  mile  north  of  the  city  limits  of  San  Jose.

CONIFERS 


BLUE  ATLAS  CEDAR  (Cedrus  atlantica  glauca).  This  is  the  most  magnificent  silver 
hued  conifer  that  can  be  grown  in  this  climate  and  thrives  to  perfection  anywhere  in 
the  Pacific  Coast  region.  As  it  makes  a  large  tree  it  should  be  given  plenty  of  room 
to  develop.  It  probably  will  be  many  years  before  such  fine  ti'ees  will  again  be  of¬ 
fered  at  such  low  prices.  Balled  8-10  ft.  $7.50,  7-8  ft.  $6.00,  6-7  ft.  $5.00,  5-6  ft.  $4.00, 
4-5  ft.  $3.50,  3y2-4  ft.  $3.00,  3-314  ft.  $2.50. 

GOLDEN  DEODAR  (Cedrus  deodara  aurea).  About  like  the  well  known  Deodar  in  all 
respects  except  for  the  bright  golden  color  of  the  foliage  which  is  much  more  pro¬ 
nounced  on  the  sunny  side  of  the  tree.  Balled  214-3  ft.  $2.50,  2-214  ft.  $2.25;  gal.  can 
114-2  ft.  $1.00;  pot  grown  1-114  ft.  75c. 

COMPACT  CEDAR  OF  LEBANON  (Cedrus  libani  compacta).  A  remai’kable  dwarf 
form  which  makes  no  leader  but  grows  into  a  low  “pyramid”  with  no  ti'aining  what¬ 
ever.  Very  useful  where  a  small  conifer  of  its  type  is  needed.  Also  makes  an  ex¬ 
cellent  tub  plant.  Balled  10-15  in.  $1.50;  pot  grown  8-10  in.  75c. 

BIRDNEST  CYPRESS  (Chamaecyparis  lawsonia  nidiformis).  A  most  useful  form  of 
the  highly  variable  Lawson  Cypress.  Makes  no  leader  at  all.  Sometimes  the  branches 
are  semi-ascending  and  drooping  toward  the  tips  but  generally  lxatural  growth  is  wider 
than  tall  and  even  old  plants  can  be  kept  down  to  a  height  of  three  feet  or  less  and 
much  wider  than  tall.  Very  useful  at  corners  of  walks  and  particularly  of  drives 
where  view  must  be  unobscui'ed.  Foliage  has  a  rich  pleasing  shade  of  green.  Highly 
and  desexwedly  popular.  Balled  3-4  ft.  $3.00,  214-3  ft.  $2.50,  2-214  ft.  $2.00,  114-2  ft. 
$1.75,  1-114  ft.  $1.50;  gal.  can  114-2  ft.  $1.00;  pot  grown  1-114  ft.  75c. 

COLUMNAR  CHINESE  JUNIPER  (Juniperus  chinensis  columnaris).  This  erect, 
slightly  silvery  Juniper  is  columnar  in  its  younger  stages,  but  after  a  few  years  be¬ 
comes  narrowly  pyramidal  with  no  pruning  whatevei\  It  is  a  good  grower  and  we 
have  no  finer  conifer  of  formal  type.  Unlike  the  Irish  Juniper  it  is  pei-fectly  healthy 
and  always  maintains  a  rich  fresh  appearance.  Prices  are  very  low  for  such  a  fine 
thing  simply  because  we  have  a  lai'ge  stock.  Balled  7-8  ft.  $6.00,  6-7  ft.  $5.00  5-6  ft 
$4.00,  4-5  ft.  $3.00;  gal.  can  114-2  ft.  85c. 


JAPANESE  SHORE  JUNIPER  (Juniperus  conferta).  A  very  welcome  addition  to 
our  list  of  Junipers  of  low  growth.  This  one  is  absolutely  prostrate  and  covers  the 
ground  like  a  mat.  Leaves  are  longer  than  on  most  Junipers  and  of  a  soft  sage  green 
color.  Much  healthier  than  the  old  Japanese  Creeping  Juniper  and  superior  to  it  in 
every  way.  As  it  is  new  our  stock  is  limited.  Balled  114-2  ft.  $1.50,  1-1  ¥2  ft.  $1.25; 
pot  grown  4-6  in.  75c. 

HOLLYWOOD  JUNIPER  (Juniperus  chinensis  torulosa).  One  of  our  finest  conifers 
which  thrives  well  from  Canada  to  the  Mexican  border.  Color  is  one  of  the  richest 
greens  seen  in  any  conifer;  growth  often  narrowly  erect  or  sometimes  furnished  with 
long  branches  near  the  base  which  can  be  removed  if  narrow  form  is  desired.  In  any 
case  the  trunk  is  never  like  a  pole  but  always  gracefully  wavy  or  slightly  twisted  which 
is  the  reason  for  the  varietal  name  “torulosa”.  In  Japan  where  it  is  known  as  Kai- 
zuka  Juniper  it  is  becoming  one  of  their  most  popular  conifers  and:  will  unquestionably 
do  the  same  here.  In  ordering  please  state  whether  you  would  prefer  slender  plants 
or  those  with  branches  at  the  base  as  we  can  supply  either  at  same  price.  Balled 
7-8  ft.  $7.00,  6-7  ft.  $6.00,  5-6  ft.  $5.00,  4-5  ft.  $4.00,  3-4  ft.  $2.75,  214 -3  ft.  $2.25;  gal.

MEYER  JLTNIPER  (Juniperus  squamata  meyeri).  Although  we  have  described  this  in 
previous  editions  it  will  do  no  harm  to  call  attention  again  to  such  a  splendid  newcomer 
which  seems  to  be  almost  universally  admired.  Like  the  preceding  variety  it  is  of 
somewhat  irregular  growth  which  frees  it  from  any  suggestion  of  stiffness.  Color  is 
a  striking  blend  of  gray  and  silver  with  a  slight  violet  shading  during  the  winter 
months.  Balled  2-214  ft.  $2.25,  1*4-2  ft.  $1.75,  1-114  ft.  $1.50;  gal.  can  1-114  ft.  $1.25; 
pot  grown  8-12  in.  85c. 

ITALIAN  STONE  PINE  (Pinus  pinea).  Easily  one  of  the  very  finest  pines.  Needles 
are  moderately  long,  color  unusually  rich  green,  growth  compact  making  it  handsome 
young  or  old.  This  is  the  tree  with  somewhat  umbrella  shaped  head  which  is  such  a 
characteristic  feature  of  Italian  landscapes.  Balled  6-7  ft.  $6.00,  5-6  ft.  $5.00,  4-5  ft. 
$3.00;  gal.  can  5-6  ft.  $1.00;  pot  grown  3-4  ft.  60c. 


WEEPING  GIANT  SEQUOIA  (Sequoia  gigantea  pendula).  Whoever  has  seen  an  old 
specimen  of  this  will  confirm  our  opinion  that  it  is  one  of  the  weirdest  and  most  striking- 
conifers  known  and  exemplifies  the  marvelous  capability  for  variation  that  trees  pos¬ 
sess.  When  young  it  is  a  slender  columnar  tree  with  branches  growing  directly  down; 
with  age  it  may  assume  almost  any  imaginable  form.  Quite  rare.  Balled  4-5  ft.  $5.00, 
4-414  ft.  $4.00,'3y2-4  ft.  $3.50,  3-3 $4  ft.  $3.00,  2*4-3  ft.  $2.50;  pot  grown  12-15  in.  $1.00. 

SILVER  REDWOOD  (Sequoia  sempervirens  argentea).  A  very  rare  form  of  Coast 
Redwood  having  brightly  silver  colored  foliage.  Grows  as  vigorously  as  common  Red¬ 
wood  and  contrasts  pleasingly  when  planted  with  it.  Gal.  can  2-3  ft.  $1.25;  pot  grown 
8-12  in.  75c. 

BLUE  REDWOOD  (Sequoia  sempervirens  glauca).  This  natural  variety  is  often  seen 
in  the  Santa  Cruz  Mountains  but  rarely  in  the  northern  range  of  the  Redwood.  Foliage 
has  a  pronounced  bluish  tint  making  it  less  somber  than  the  common  type.  Gal.  can 
3-4  ft.  $1.50;  pot  grown  8-12  in.  75c. 


BROAD  LEAVED  EVERGREENS 

FRAGRANT  ABELIA  (Abelia  triflora).  Grows  tall  and  slender  with  arching  branches. 
Bears  dense  terminal  clusters  of  long-tubed  nearly  pure  white  flowers  whose  intense 
fragrance  resembles  Bouvardia.  Pot  grown  1-114  ft.  65c. 

RED  ABELIA  (Abelia  floribunda).  Remarkable  for  its  astonishingly  long  rosy  red 
flowers  which  are  114  to  2  inches  in  length  and  are  borne  in  unbelievable  profusion. 
Close  to  the  sea  it  bloom-  all  the  year  around;  otherwise  for  quite  a  long  period  in 
spring.  In  sunny  disti’icts  it  must  have  at  least  partial  shade  and  plenty  of  water. 
At  first  its  growth  is  almost  prostrate  but  later  it  makes  erect  but  arching  shoots  which 
enable  it  to  gain  height  gradually,  but  it  will  probably  never  get  more  than  four  feet 
tall.  We  do  not  yet  know  whether  it  will  be  hardy  in  Oregon  and  Washington,  but  it 
seems  to  be  anywhere  in  the  settled  parts  of  California.  Pot  grown  1-114  ft.  $1.00, 
10-12  in.  75c. 
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GOLDDUST  AUCUBA  (Aucuba  japonica 
variegata).  Not  at  all  a  novelty,  but  men¬ 
tioned  here  for  the  sake  of  the  information 
that  the  Aucuba  is  dioecious  and  the  Golddust 
type  is  female  so  if  it  is  pollinated  it  will  bear 
very  large  brilliant  red  berries  which  last  a 
long  time.  Those  who  have  female  Aucubas 
and  wish  to  make  them  bear  can  now  procure 
male  plants.  All  Aucubas  simply  must  have 
shade  and  plenty  of  it  as  they  will  not  tolerate 
any  direct  sunshine.  Golddust  (female)  prices: 
Gal.  cans  15-18  in.  $1.00,  12-15  in.  85c;  pot 
grown  8-12  in.  50c.  Prices  of  male  plants 
(green,  lightly  variegated):  Gal.  can  8-12  in. 
75c,  4-6  in.  60c. 

CREEPING  CEANOTHUS  or  MAHALA- 
MATS  (Ceanothus  prostratus).  One  of  our 
fine  natives  which  grows  absolutely  flat  and 
will  follow  the  contour  of  anything  it  is 
planted  on  or  near  making  it  very  good  for 
rock  gardens.  Covered  with  blue  flowers  in 
spring.  Requires  thorough  drainage.  Rare  in 
cultivation.  Pot  grown  8-12  in.  65c,  6-8  in.  50c. 

CISTUS  CORBARIENSIS.  A  beautiful  addition  to  our  lists  of  small  evergreen  shrubs, 
which  is  attractive  at  any  time  for  its  crinkly  foliage  and  especially  so  in  spring  for 
its  wealth  of  dainty  pure  white  flowers  with  golden  stamens.  All  who  see  it  admire  it. 
Pot  grown  8-12  in.  50c,  6-8  in.  40c. 

SPOTTED  ORCHID  ROCKROSE  (Cistus  purpureus).  It  is  hard  to  understand  why 
this  beautiful  Rockrose  which  has  been  popular  in  England  for  a  century  has  just 
reached  California.  It  is  very  strong  and  vigorous  and  at  blooming  time  just  about 
covers  itself  with  satiny  orchid-colored  flowers  nearly  three  inches  wide.  They  have 
five  petals,  each  of  which  has  a  deep  red  spot  near  the  base.  We  recommend  this  un¬ 
reservedly.  Gal.  cans  2-3  ft.  $1.00,  1-114  ft.  75c;  pot  grown  8-12  in.  60c. 

PINK  DIOSMA  (Coleonema  pulchrum).  About  the  same  as  the  old  “Breath  of  Heaven” 
but  more  upright  growing  and  bears  bright  rosy  pink  flowers.  Comes  into  bloom  in 
late  winter  when  flowers  are  scarce  and  continues  to  bloom  for  a  long  time.  Is 
probably  about  as  hardy  as  the  white  Diosma.  Gal.  can  1-114  ft.  75c;  pot  grown  6-8 
in.  50c. 

MITCHELL  BROOMS  (Cytisus  hybridus).  For  more  complete  information  see  in 
February  1936  number  of  Sunset  Magazine  an  article  by  their  originator,  the  well 
known  horticulturist,  Sydney  B.  Mitchell.  Out  of  a  large  number  of  beautiful  seedlings 
Mr.  Mitchell  selected  the  five  he  considered  best  and  named  them  for  various  colleges 
in  the  state.  The  following  are  his  verbatim  descriptions: 

CALIFORNIA.  Of  medium  height,  about  3  to  4  ft.  and  rather  spreading;  stan¬ 
dards  rosy  white,  reverse  rose.  Wings  glowing  rose,  deepening  to  the  top  of  the 
keel.  Exceptionally  attractive  and  clean  in  its  brilliant  pink  effect. 

POMONA.  Very  tall  and  vigorous,  running  to  8  ft.  high  with  arching  stems.  Stan¬ 
dards  yellow  paling  to  white,  reverse  rose.  Wings  amber  orange,  keel  yellow. 

ST.  MARY’S.  Medium  height,  spreading.  Whole  flower  pure  white. 

SAN  FRANCISCO.  In  growth  between  California  and  Pomona.  Standards  rosy 
red,  reverse  somewhat  darker.  Wings  same  color,  but  deepening  to  rich  vel¬ 
vety  red  towards  the  keel.  The  reddest  in  effect  I  have  seen,  more  so  than  any 
of  the  English  or  Irish  hybrids.  Very  free  flowering  with  long  season. 

STANFORD.  Quite  upright  and  more  rigid  in  growth  than  the  others.  Standards 
bronze  yellow  to  flesh,  reverse  bronze  rose.  Wings  bright  orange  red,  very 
prominent  golden  keel.  Quite  the  largest  flower  of  the  set.  Mid-season  to  late. 

These  brooms  bloom  so  profusely  as  to  show  almost  no  stem  when  in  flower.  Flower¬ 
ing  season  from  March  to  May. 

Cultural  Note.  When  once  established  these  brooms  require  no  summer  watering 
at  all  with  me.  They  move  very  badly  indeed  after  they  get  growing  in  the  open 
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ground  so  should  always  be  sold  in  pots.  I  strongly  recommend  pruning  back  the 
growth  which  has  flowered  in  May,  not  only  to  keep  them  in  good  form  but  to  prevent 
the  heavy  setting  of  seed'  which  tends  to  weaken  the  plants  and  is  not  beautiful,  as  the 
pods  are  black. 

Prices:  Pot  grown  plants  of  all  varieties  except  Pomona  are  small  and  85c  each;  Pomona 
plants  are  much  larger  and  are  $1.00  each.  All  should  bloom  this  spring. 


GOLDENLEAF  ELEAGNUS  (Eleagnus  pungens  maculata).  The  common  Eleagnus 
with  slight  variegation  around  the  edges  is  common  and  not  particularly  esteemed. 
This  is  decidedly  different  as  all  the  central  part  of  leaves  is  golden  yellow  with  green 
margin.  It  is  very  difficult  to  propagate  so  is  rare  and  no  large  stock  available  at 
this  time.  Pot  grown  6-8  in.  60c. 

EUCALYPTUS,  Red  Flowered.  Very  recently  quite  a  number  of  new  dwarf  growing 
Eucalyptus  have  been  discovered  in  Western  Australia  and  are  just  becoming  available 
for  California  gardens.  Most  of  them  are  shrubs  or  small  trees  with  brilliant  flowers. 
Only  a  few  kinds  available  this  season,  but  we  shall  have  many  additional  kinds 
another  year.  They  are  well  worth  watching.  Kinds  available  now: 

E.  erythronema.  Small  tree  with  white  bark  bearing  bright  red  flowers  in  droop¬ 
ing  clusters.  This  is  not  one  of  the  newest  but  is  good.  Gal.  cans  4-5  ft.  $1.25; 
pot  grown  2-3  ft.  75c. 

E.  erythrocorys.  Shrubby;  huge  red  flowers.  Pot  grown  114-2  ft.  75c. 

E.  macrocarpa.  Small  tree  with  glaucous  foliage  and  enormous  red  flowers.  Pot 
grown  I-IV2  ft.  75c. 

E.  pyriformis.  Small  tree  to  about  15  ft.  which  bears  a  profuse  crop  of  extremely 
large  flowers,  four  inches  or  more  wide,  scarlet,  tipped  yellow.  Pot  grown  IV2-2 
ft.  $1.00. 

E.  tetraptera.  Small  tree  or  large  shrub  with  very  leathery,  dark  leaves  bearing 
large,  brilliant  red  flowers.  Pot  grown  114-2  ft.  $1.00. 

E.  torquata.  Rather  vigorous  grower  making  a  small  tree  with  usual  type  of 
foliage.  Flowers  of  good  size,  bright  red  overlaid  with  gold.  Pot  grown  1-114 
ft.  75c. 

FREMONTIA.  One  of  our  very  good  natives  which  quickly  makes  a  large  shrub  or 
small  tree  and  covers  itself  in  spring  with  large  yellow  flowers.  The  clear  yellow  type 
is  usually  called  F.  californica;  where  flowers  are  yellow  shaded  orange  they  are 
called  F.  mexicana.  There  seems  to  be  no  other  difference.  Prices:  F.  californica  gal. 
cans  3  ft.  $1.00.  F.  mexicana  pot  grown  1-114  ft.  50c. 


HYMENANTHERA  CRASSIFOLIA.  A  very  interesting  and  odd  little  new  rock  gar¬ 
den  shrub.  Branches  grow  irregularly;  leaves  are  small;  flowers  inconspicuous  but  fol¬ 
lowed  by  small  berries  like  miniature  bird  eggs,  white,  veined  blue.  Pot  grown  8-12  in. 
75c. 


PERXY  HOLLY  (Ilex  pernyi).  We  again 
call  attention  to  this  gem  among  the  Hollies. 
Small,  slow  growing  and  dainty  in  every 
way.  Leaves  very  small  and  prickly.  The 
female  plants  bear  a  profuse  crop  of  light, 
bright  red  berries.  Hardly  known  in  the 
gardens  as  yet,  but  we  cannot  recommend  it 
too  highly.  Grafted  female  plants;  field 
grown,  and  ready  to  bear,  10-15  in.  $2.25; 
pot  grown,  should  berry  by  another  year, 
6-8  in.  $1.50. 


JAPANESE  HOLLIES.  A  few  years  ago 
we  imported  seed  of  several  Japanese  Hol¬ 
lies,  all  of  which  bear  red  berries,  but  none 
of  them  has  prickly  leaves.  We  can  now 
offer  fair  size  plants,  but  have  not  been 
able  to  see  fruit  on  any  as  yet  so  descrip¬ 
tions  are  meager  until  we  learn  more  by- 
actual  experience.

Ilex  integra.  “Moehi-no-ki”.  Leaves 
about  2  inches  long.  Grows  regu¬ 
larly  and  may  prove  to  be  a  good 
evergreen  street  tree.  Pot  grown 
1-1%  ft.  75c. 

I.  latifolia.  “Tara-yo”.  Has  remark¬ 
ably  handsome  foliage  suggesting 
English  Laurel.  Leaves  up  to  six 
inches  or  more  long  and  two  inches 
wide,  rich  dark  green.  This  is  said 
to  be  the  finest  of  the  Japanese 
Hollies  and  certainly  looks  very 
promising.  Pot  grown  6-8  in.  75c. 

I.  oldhami.  “Nanami-no-ki”  and 

I.  rotunda.  “Fukura-shiba”.  These 
two  are  generally  similar  to  I.  in¬ 
tegra  in  foliage  and  habit.  Price  for 
both:  pot  grown  8-12  in.  75c. 


CHINESE  HOLLY  (Ilex  cornuta).  This  is  a  boon  to  gardens  in  the  interior  where 
English  Holly  will  not  thrive  on  account  of  heat  and  dry  air.  It  grows  well  and  bears 
freely  (provided  you  get  female  plants)  anywhere  in  Sacramento  or  San  Joaquin  Val¬ 
leys.  We  graft  from  a  fine  specimen  with  excellent  foliage  and  a  profuse  bearer  of 
bright  red  berries.  We  can  offer  nothing  large  as  they  are  bought  faster  than  we  can 
raise  them.  Grafted  female  plants,  pot  grown  8-12  in.  75c. 


GOLDENCUP  OAK  (Quereus  chrysolepis).  This  splendid  native  is  unjustly  neglected 
for  others  not  so  good.  Has  beautiful  holly-like  leaves.  Named  from  its  acorns  which 
are  set  in  a  cup  of  bright  yellow  scales.  Should  be  more  widely  used.  Pot  grown  3-4 
ft.  $1.00,  2-3  ft.  75c. 


FLOWERING  FRUIT  TREES 


This  class  of  trees  is  our  chief  specialty;  we  doubtless  have  and  usually  offer  the  great¬ 
est  assortment  in  this  country.  However  demand  has  been  so  great  with  the  strong 
revival  of  business  this  season  that  we  have  only  a  limited  stock  left  except  in  one  or 
two  lines.  Fortunately  we  are  still  able  to  offer  the  two  following  items  which  have 
completely  sold  out  every  year  since  we  have  grown  them  and  probably  will  again  be¬ 
fore  the  season  is  over. 


AKEBONO  CHERRY.  Also  well  known  as  “Daybreak”.  In  our  opinion  not  only  the 
most  beautiful  of  the  Japanese  Flowering  Cherries  but  easily  the  most  beautiful  tree 
that  can  be  grown  in  this  climate.  When  in  bloom  it  is  practically  a  solid  mass  of 
soft  pink  flowers  which  are  borne  entirely  before  leaves  appear  so  there  is  nothing 
to  obscure  their  marvellous  beauty.  For  further  details  see  page  58  of  Sunset  Maga¬ 
zine  for  March  1936.  We  grow  this  both  top-grafted  on  3  foot,  stems  and 
budded  at  the  ground.  The  latter  have  a  tendency  to  branch  from  base  while  the  for¬ 
mer  will  always  have  a  clear  trunk  three  feet  tall.  Top-grafted  6-8  ft.  $2.00  5-6  ft 
$1.75;  low-budded  5-6  ft.  $1.50,  3-4  ft.  $1.00. 


BENI  HOSHI  CHERRY.  Name  means  “Pink  Star”  which  well  describes  the  flowers. 
They  are  much  deeper  pink  than  Akebono  and  also  come  before  the  leaves.  Original 
tree  is  in  the  Tea  Garden  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  where  it  always  attracts  much  attention 
when  in  bloom.

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CHINESE  MAGNOLIAS 


They  include  both  trees  and  shrubs.  The  form  mentioned  below  if  trained  to  a  single 
stem  will  ultimately  make  a  tree,  but  it  takes  many  years  and  they  are  much  more 
effective  grown  as  a  large  shrub. 

MAGNOLIA  SOULANGEANA.  Often  but  quite  erroneously  called  “Tulip  Tree”  doubt¬ 
less  from  the  resemblance  of  the  flowers  to  huge  tulips.  They  are  tremendous  bloomers 
and  most  of  the  flowers  appear  well  ahead  of  the  leaves,  but  blooming  season  is  long 
and  continues  even  after  the  leaves  have  appeared.  Young  plants  often  have  a  small 
crop  in  the  fall.  Flowers  have  nine  petals;  ground  color  is  white  deeply  stained  on 
lower  part  of  outside  with  purplish  rose.  We  have  a  specimen  about  60  years  old 
which  is  quite  a  sight  when  in  bloom.  All  plants  offered  below,  except  the  smallest 
size,  carry  flower  buds  and  will  bloom  this  spring.  As  they  are  very  valuable  and 
somewhat  difficult  to  transplant  with  bare  roots,  we  ball  them  for  safety’s  sake.

WISTERIAS 


One  of  our  most  important  specialities;  we  presume  we  have  the  largest  collection  in 
the  country.  There  is  a  much  wider  range  of  varieties  than  is  generally  thought.  De¬ 
scriptions  below  are  condensed  because  the  species  to  which  each  variety  belongs  covers 
the  major  points.  The  three  species  are:  W.  sinensis,  the  Chinese  Wisteria  character¬ 
ized  by  large  fragrant  flowers  in  compact  clusters  of  medium  length.  They  come  into 
bloom  very  young  and  all  the  flowers  in  each  cluster  open  at  about  the  same  time 
before  any  leaves  appear.  W.  floribunda  which  is  better  known  as  W.  multijuga  or 
Japanese  Wisteria  has  long  slender  racemes  of  smaller  flowers.  Those  at  top  are  fully 
open  while  the  lower  ones  are  only  small  unopened  buds.  This  of  course  lengthens  the 
blooming  period  until  the  leaves  are  pretty  well  out.  Little  or  no  fragrance.  W.  venu- 
sta  has  short  broad  clusters  of  very  large  flowers  on  long  stems.  All  flowers  open  at 
one  time  and  are  fragrant.  At  present  known  only  in  the  white  form,  but  we  now  have 
a  few  of  the  blue  type  and  will  offer  it  next  year  together  with  two  more  very  fine 
novelties.  All  our  stock  is  grafted  and  grown  in  a  special  manner  to  induce  early 
bloom  rather  than  a  lot  of  useless  wood.  Seedlings  or  plants  improperly  propagated 
may  go  eight  or  ten  years  without  ever  producing  a  flower.  Our  older  field  stock  is  a 
solid  mass  of  flowers  every  spring.  Larger  Wisterias  can  be  bought  for  less  money, 
but  we  maintain  that  if  wood  is  the  main  thing  wanted  it  is  more  economical  to  patron¬ 
ize  a  wood  yard  than  a  nursery.

W.  floribunda  carnea.  This  came  from  Japan  as

spects  from  our  other  pink. 

W.  floribunda  “Issai”.  This  has  bloomed  here  and 
we  find  it  a  very  fine  thing,  entirely  distinct  and 
having  many  excellent  qualities.  Flowers  have 
much  deeper  color  than  common  Japanese  and  are 
borne  very  profusely.  It  is  also  decidedly  pre¬ 
cocious,  coming  into  bloom  very  young  .The  short 
silky  seed  pods  hang  on  all  winter  if  not  cut  off 
and  are  quite  ornamental. 

W.  floribunda  “Kyushaku”.  The  Japanese  name 
means  “nine  feet”.  Of  course  that  is  an  exag¬ 
geration  but  flower  clusters  are  supposed  to  at¬ 
tain  3  to  4  ft.  on  old  vines. 

A  very  free  blooming  white 
Chinese  Wisteria  differing  mainly  in  its  intense 
fragrance.
